However, regarding the G8/G20 Summits, we will be carrying out a performance audit of the federal 
spending for the G8 and G20 Summits. 

The focus of the audit will be on whether costs reported for the purposes of the G8 and G20 were 
budgeted, accounted for and expensed as intended. 

Work will begin this summer. We will not be commenting any further on the progress of the audit 
work until our report has been tabled in the House of Commons at which time it will become public.
